pretending to work for their election. 
If that ia the idea some men have of 
political reform it is devoutly to be 
wished that tho=e entertaining it will 
always be in a minority. ''Measures 
not men" aie what the people should 
vote for, and they should not abandon 
piinciples because a few men whom 
they dislike work for the election of 
those who represent their principles.

Native Bill of Fan Carrie* DtaM* 


to the White Him. 


A very palatable dish ia madft of an 


elephant's foot by putting it in a hole, 
building a fire aronud and over it and 
keeping it going for five or six boors, 
Elephant's tail is said to be very deli- 
cious when washed, scraped and fried 
tmtil it js a rich browii. A novel'way 
of making a stew is practiced by one 
tribe, who use the animal's skin aa a re- 
ceptacle for water. Pat in this water 
vegetables and pieces of meat and then 
ndd redhot stones. This generates vast 
quantities of steam and makes the wa- 
ter boil without injuring greatly tho 
surrounding hide. At tlitf end of an 
hour the contents are cooked and the 
water has become a very fair sonp, but 
a little peculiar on account of tho 
amount of cinders, sand and fragments 
of stone it contains. Still another tribe 
cook locusts, grasshoppers, katydids and 
the like, nud say they tasta a great doal 
like an overcooked shrimp. Nono of tha 
native tribes, so far as known, ever oat 
the lion, bnt they havo no such feeling 
toward other carnivora. 


The jackal, wolf and fox nre more or 


less popular, and are reported to give o 
very palatable meat. Where our people 
hang mutton, gumo and the immortal 
goose to season it and give it a rich 
flavor, many South American tribes se- 
cure the same result by burying meat 
in the earth and leaving it there for 
several days. No civilized man has ever 
been able to eat it in this condition, 
bnt the savages pronounce it a delicacy 
of extraordinary merit. Not alone is 
cannibalism practiced to a large extent, 
bnt our Darwinian consina of the mon- 
key tribe share tho same fate. In the 
districts where they aro employed as 
food they are very timid and fly at the 
sight of a human being oven at great 
distance. In other territories, where 
they are unmolested, they are about as 
tame and fearless as m South America 
or India. In ueaily all of these tribes 
the woman is the cook and the waiter, 
very often the butcher and sometimes 
the hunter.—New Voik Mail and Ex- 
press.
